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COXEY IS PLEADING 
FOR RIGHT TO TALK. 


HE 
ASKS CONGRESSMEN 
A FORMAL HEARING. 
FOR 


Wants the Labor Committee To In­ 
vestigate the Cause 
That 
Lies 
Behind the Formation of the Indus­ 
trial 
Army—Pueblo 
Men 
Who 
Stole a Train Are Headed East. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 9 .—Coxey visited 
the house of representatives this morn­ 
ing and announced that he wished to 
appear before the labor committee as 
supporter of the resolution to investi­ 
gate the cause of the ^industrial arm y’s 
formation. Coxey and bis lieutenants 
Browne' and' Christopher Columbus 
Jones, have been found guilty of walk­ 
ing on the grass, and will have to sub­ 
m it to a sentence hereafter to be im­ 
posed by the court for their recent 
dem onstration on the capitol grounds. 
All three of the accused were con­ 
victed on the first count of the indict­ 
ment, which charged them w ith dis­ 
playing a banner designed to bring 
into public notice the J. S. Coxey 
Good Roads association. 
Jones of 
Philadelphia 
was acquitted of the 
second count, which accused them of 
treading on the grass, but Coxey and 
Browne were convicted. 
The jury retired a t 12:55 o’clock after 
hearing a long charge from Judge 
Miller which left them little alterna­ 
tive but to convict if they followed 
his leadings. 
About 3:30 the jurors 
sent for the instructions given for 
the defense, 
but 
the governm ent 
objected, 
and 
they 
filed 
into 
the court-room while the judge read 
the instructions. Attorney Hyman en­ 
deavored to have the fact th a t the ob­ 
jection came from the prosecution laid 
before the jury, b ut he 
was sup­ 
pressed. 
Judge Miller stated th a t he 
would not have handed over the w rit­ 
ten instructions under any circum­ 
stances, as th a t would have been ir­ 
regular. 
Twenty-five 
m inutes 
after 
this 
episode the jury returned w ith the 
verdict 
The party received the re 
su it smilingly. 
The verdict was guilty as to the first 
charge—carrying banners upon the 
capitol grounds—against the defend 
ants, and on the second charge—walk­ 
ing on the grass of the capitol grounds 
—guilty as to Coxey and Browne, and 
not guilty as to Jones. 
Attorney Lipscomb im mediately en­ 
tered a motion for a new trial and 
another in arrest of judgm ent. ■ Judge 
Miller gave him four days to file the 
formal papers. 
Then the judge made 
inquiries about bail, and Frank Hume, 
a well-known wholesale grocer, signed 
a bond in $500 for each of the three 
convicted commonwealers. 
Gen. Coxey left the room w ith his 
wife, pushing through a curious crowd, 
which made no dem onstration. 
The 
conviction of himself and Jones was a 
surprise to the commonweal sympa­ 
thizers. 
Two weeks may elapse, during which 
the trio will be free on bail, before the 
motion for a new trial is argued and 
decided. 
The penalty provided by law 
is the same for each offense—viz., a 
fine not to exceed $100 and impris­ 
onm ent in jail for not more than sixty 
days, or both, w ithin the discretion 
of 
the 
court. 
Accordingly 
the 
maximum punishm ent which 
may 
be 
meted 
out 
to 
Coxey 
and 
Browne is $200 and 120 days in jail 
while Christopher Columbus Jones is 
subject to $100 and sixty days. 
The 
only method of appealing from Judge 
M iller’s sentence will be by an appli­ 
cation to a higher court for w rits of 
habeas corpus and certiorari 
A ttor­ 
ney Lipscomb has announced th a t he 
will take this step if Judge Miller 
overrules the motion for a new trial. 
Congressman Lafe Pence of Colorado 
made the closing argum ent in behalf 
of the commonwealers. 
Several popu­ 
list congressmen were w ithin the bar 
and m any prom inent attorneys had 
dropped in to hear Mr. Pence. 
“ Mr. 
Coxey came to ask for the enactm ent of 
laws,” said Mr. Pence, “ which he be­ 
lieves, and thousands of others believe 
w ith him, wiU be of inestim able ad­ 
vantage to the unemployed of the 
country.” He concluded his speech 
w ith this appeal to the jury: 
“ W hat­ 
ever shall be w ritten of the Coxey 
movement when it becomes, as it will 
become, a p art of history, let it not 
be said th a t twelve citizens of Wash­ 
ington branded this honest, 
well­ 
meaning, patriotic man as a crim inal ” 
District Attorney Birney, who is a 
mild-speaking m an and grandson of 
the old abolition candidate for the 
presidency, foUowed w ith a discussion 
of the case. 


MORRISON’S

The army was escorted through tow n 
by Chief of Police Snyder and several 
patrolm en will be placed on guard at 
the river bridge to keep them from 
entering the city. 
F r a n k l in , Ind., 
May 9.—Part of 
Fry's industrial army, under command 
of Gen. Jennings, arrived here a t noon 
yesterday. 
The people were apprised 
of their coming and were out in force 
to greet them. The army was scyenty- 


tivC strong, and; atter pafacdng ‘the 
streets for two hours, w ent into camp 
just north of the city. 
The appear­ 
ance of the arm y here occasioned con­ 
siderable excitement, reminding c iti­ 
zens of war times. 
S h e l b y v il l e , Ind., May

Fry w ith his 208 commonwealers and 
his big ten t reached Fountaintow n, in 
this county, yesterday morning.

Fry said he would reach Shelbyville 
to-day and stop over night.

promised Randall and his men supplies 
if they will move on, and it is proba­ 
ble they will comply. 
There is great 
excitem ent among citizens and com­ 
monwealers. 


K elly Sets Sail To-D ay. 
D e s M o in e s , Iowa, May 9.—Unless 
something unforseen 
happens, this 
morning a t 5 o’clock will see Kelly’s 
army start on its journey down the 
Des Moines river in flatboats, most of 
which are now ready.

It was not a protectionist 
measure, either moderate or extreme. 
There was not a scrap of good hearted 
Americanism in the bilL 
“There is,” 
Mr. Hoar said, “a large

senators 
on

floor who avow the doctrine th a t 
duties for protection are a gross vioia- 
lation of the constitution itself. 
And 
yet they bring to us a bill crowded 
with protective duties and tell us th a t 
they are prepared to commit this per­ 
jury and to be accomplices in this vio­ 
lation because they think their meas­ 
ure, taken as a whole, is better than 
the existing ,law, or because they 
think this violation and perjury are 
necessary to buy votes for a measure 
th at can not otherwise be passed. ”

C. L. Valentine Citee P u lin gs T hat Cover 
th e Case Under Dispute. 
Pending the trial of the Adams case 
Janesville people are interested in the

C. L. Valentine writes to the Sentinel: 
“ In a decision 
of 
the Supreme 
court of the United States March 5, 
1894, in the case of George W. Law­ 
ton et a1, vs. William N. Steel, the 
court says: 
“ The extent and limits 
of what is known as the police power 
have been a fruitful subject of dis­ 
cussion in the appellate courts of 
Dearly every state in the union. 
It is 
universally 
conceded 
to 
include 
everything essential to the public 
safety, health and morals and to just! 
fy the destruction or abatement, by 
summary proceedings, of whatever 
may be regarded as a public nuisance. 
Under this power it has been beld 
that the state may order the destruc­ 
tion of a house falling to decay or 
otherwise endangering the lives of 
the 
passersby; 
the demolition of 
such as are in the path of a con Assa­ 
tion; tho slaughter of diseased cattle; 
the destruction of decayed or unwhole 
some food; the prohibition of wooden 
buildings in cities; the regulation of 
railways and other means of public 
conveyances, and of interments in 
burial grounds; the restriction of ob 
jectionable trades to certain localities; 
the compulsory vaccination of chil­ 
dren, etc.” 
You will find this decis 
ion in full in The Forest and Stream, 
page 227, March, 17, 1894, entitled 
“ Nets as Nuisance.” 
The subject 
matter of the decision is full of inter­ 
est to those in favor of protection of 
our fishing industries.

He proposes to put a station at the 
Grand hotel and another at the Myers 
house, with the office in the city 
clerk's room, and then invite inter­ 
ested people to inspect it. 
He can put 
up this system for eight or ten dollars 
a box, not including the wire, which 
will cost about 910 a mile. 
A com­ 
plete system can be put up bere and 
cost no more than the salary of a 
patrolman, provided the lines are run 
on streets with poles already set. 
With a system of police calls like this 
Janesville’s police force would be of 
much more value to the public, and 
those in need of a policeman would 
find no difficulty in procuring prompt 
service.

Away 
and 
A nother C om eth.” E cclesiastes I: iv— 
T w enty-F irst Anniversary o f Dr. Tal- 
n iage’s P astorate Rem em bered. 
B ro o k ly n , May 6. —This was a great 
day in the history of the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle. 
The figures in flowers 
back of the platform , 1869 and 1894, 
indicated Rev. Dr. Talinage’s tim e of 
com ing to Brooklyn, and the present 
celebration, and was introductory to 
th e g reat m eetings in honor of Dr. 
T alm a 
j ’s pastorate to take place on 
th e following Thursday and Friday, 
presided over y the m ayor of the city 
and ex-secreiary of the navy, Gen. 
Tracy, and to be participated in by 
senators and governors and prom inent 
men from north, south, east and west. 
T he subject of the serm on to-day was 
‘T h e G enerations,” th e te x t being 
Ecclesiastes I: 4: 
“One generation 
passeth away, and another generation 
com eth.” 
According to the longevity of people 
in th eir particular century has a gen­ 
eration been called a hundred years, 
or fifty years, or th irty years. By com­ 
m on consent in our nineteeth century, 
a generation is fixed a t tw enty-five 
years. 
T he largest procession th a t ever 
moved is the procession of years, and 
th e g reatest arm y th a t ever m arched 
is the arm y jf generations. 
In each 
generation \ lere are about nine full 
regim ents of days. 
These 9.125 days 
in each generation m arch w ith won­ 
derful precision. 
They never break 
ranks. 
They 
never 
ground 
arms. 
T hey never pitch tents. 
They never 
halt. 
They are never off on furlough 
They 
came 
out of th e 
etern ity 
past, and they move on tow ard the 
etern ity future. 
They cross rivers 
w ithout any bridge or boats. 
The six 
hundred im m ortals of 
th e 
Crimea 
dashing into them cause no confusion. 
They move as rapidly a t m idnight as 
midnoon. T h eiro haversacks are full of 
good bread and b itte r aloes, clusters 
of richest vintage and bottles of ago­ 
nizing tears. 
W ith a reg u lar tread 
th a t no order of “double quick” can 
hasten, or obstacle can slacken, th eir 
tram p is on, and on, and on, and on, 
w hile m ountains crum ble and pyra­ 
mids die. 
“One generation passeth, 
an d another generation cometh. ” 
H This is my tw enty-fifth anniversary 
serm on, 1869 and 1894. 
I t is tw enty- 
five years since I assum ed the Brook­ 
lyn pastorate. 
A whole generation 
has passed. 
T hree generations we 
have know n: T h a t w hich preceded our 
own, th a t w hich is now a t the front, 
and the one com ing on. We are a t the 
heels of our predecessors, and our suc­ 
cessors are a t our heels. 
W hat a gen­ 
eration it was th a t preceded us! 
We 
w ho are now in the fro n t regim ent are 
th e only ones com petent to tell the new 
generation ju st now com ing in sight 
wrho our predecessors w ere. Biography 
can not tell i t A utobiography can not 
te ll i t B iographies are generally w rit­ 
ten by special friends of the departed, 
perhaps by wife, or son, or daughter, 
and they only te ll the good things. The 
biographers of one of th e first Presi­ 
d en ts of the U nited States m ake no 
record of 
the 
President’s account 
books, now in archives a t th e capitol, 
w hich I have seen, telling how m uch 
he lost or gained daily a t the gam ing 
table. 
The biographers of one of the 
early secretaries of th e U nited States 
never described the scene th a t day 
w itnessed w hen th e secretary w as car­ 
ried dead drunk from the state d ep art­ 
m ents to his own home. 
A utobiogra­ 
phy is w ritten by th e m an him self, and 
no one w ould record for future tim es 
his own w eaknesses and m oral deficits. 
Those who keep diaries p u t dow n only 
th in g s th a t read welL 
No m an or 
w om an th a t ever lived w ould dare to 
m ake full record of ail the thoughts 
an d w ords of a life time. 
We who saw 
and heard m uch of th e generation 
m arching ju st ahead of us, are far 
m ore able th an any book to describe 
accurately to our successors who our 
predecessors were. 
Very much tike 
ourselves, th a n k you. 
H um an n atu re 
in them is very much like hum an nature 
in us. 
A t one tim e of life they were 
very m uch like we are now. 
A t the 
tim e they w ere in their teens they 
w ere very m uch like you who are in 
your teens, and a t the tim e they were 
in th eir tw enties, they were very much 
Ii're you w ho are in your tw enties 
H um an n atu re got an aw ful tw ist 
under a fru it tree in Eden, and though 
th e grace of 
God does 
much 
to 
straig h ten things, every new genera­ 
tion has th e same tw ist, and the same 
w ork of straig h ten in g out has to be 
done over again. 
A rn* ‘her in the country districts 
expecting the neighbors a t her table 
on some gala n ig h t had w ith her own 
hands arranged everything in taste, 
and as she w as about to tu rn from it 
to receive her guests, saw her little 
child by accident upset a pitcher all 
over the w hite cloth, and soil every­ 
thing, and the m other lifted her hand 
to slap the child, but she suddenly re­ 
m em bered the tim e w hen a little child 
herself in her fath er's house w here 
th ey had alw ays before been used to 
candles, on the purchase of a lam p 
w hich w as a m atter of rarity and 
pride, she took it in her hands, and 
dropped it crashing into pieces, and 
looking up in her fath er's face expect­ 
ing chastisem ent 
heard 
only 
the 
words: “It is a sad loss,but never mind; 
you did not m ean to do it.” H istory re­ 
peats itself. 
G enerations are w onder­ 
fully alike. Among th a t generation th a t 
is past, as is our own, and as it w ill be in 
th e generation follow ing us, those 
w ho succeeded, became the target, 
sh o t a t by those who did not succeed. 
In ’hose times, as in ours. a m an's b it­ 
te re st enem ies were those whom he 
had befriended and helped. 
Hates, 
jealousies and revenges w ere ju st as 
lively in 1869 as in 1894. 
Hypocrisy 
sniffled and looked solem n th en as 


now. 
T here was ju st as m uch avarice 
am ong the apple barrels as now am ong 
the cotton bales, 
and 
am ong the 
w heelborrow s as am ong the locomo­ 
tives. 
T he tallow candles saw the 
same 
sins 
th a t 
are now 
found 
under the 
electric 
lights. 
Home- 
spun 
was 
ju st 
as 
proud as is 
the m odern fashion 
plate. 
T w en­ 
ty-five 
years—yea, 
tw enty-five cen­ 
turies—have n o t changed hum an na­ 
ture a particle. 
I say this for the en­ 
couragem ent of those w ho think th a t 
our tim es monopolize all the abom ina­ 
tions of the ages. 
One m inute after 
Adam g ot outside of Paradise he was 
ju st like you, Oh, man! 
One step after 
Eve le ft the gate she was ju st like you, 
Oh, woman! 
All the fau lts and vices 
are m any tim es centenarians. 
Yea, 
the cities Sodom, Gomorrah, Pompeii, 
H erculaneum , Heliopolis and ancient 
M emphis were as m uch worse th an our 
m odern cities as you m ight expect, 
from th e fact th a t the m odern cities 
have som ew hat yielded to the 
re­ 
strain ts of C hristianity, w hile those 
ancient cities w ere not lim ited in their 
abom inations. 
Yea, th a t generation w hich passed 
off w ithin the last tw enty-five years 
had th eir bereavem ents, th eir tem pta­ 
tions, th eir struggles, th eir disappoint­ 
m ents, th eir successes, th eir failures, 
th eir gladnesses and their griefs, like 
these tw o generations now in sight, 
th a t in advance and th a t following. 
B ut the tw enty-five years betw een 1869 
and 1894—how much they saw! 
How 
m uch they discovered! 
How much 
they felt! W ithin th a t tim e have been 
perform ed th e m iracles of the tele­ 
phone and the phonograph. 
From the 
observatories other w orlds have been 
seen to heave in sig h t 
Six Presidents 
of th e U nited States have been inaugur­ 
ated. T rans-A tlantic voyage abbrevia­ 
ted from ten days to five and a h a ll Chi­ 
cago and New York once three days 
apart, now only tw enty-four hours by 
the vestibule limited. 
Two additional 
railroads have been b u ilt to the Pacific. 
France has passed from m onarchy to 
republicanism . 
M any of the cities 
have nearly doubled their populationa 
D uring th a t generation the chief su r­ 
viving heroes of the civil w ar have 
gone into the encam pm ent of the 
grave. 
The chief physicians, a tto r­ 
neys, orators, m erchants, have passed 
off the earth, or are in retirem ent 
w aiting for transition. 
O ther men in 
editorial chairs, in pulpits, in gov­ 
ernor’s mansions, in legislative, sena­ 
torial and congressional halls. 
T here 
are not ten men or women on the earth 
now prom inent who w ere prom inent 
tw enty-five years ago. 
The crew of 
this old ship of a w orld is all changed. 
O thers a t the helm, others on the 
“lookout,” others clim bing the ra t­ 
lines. 
Tim e is a doctor who w ith po­ 
te n t anodyne has p u t an entire gen­ 
eration into sound sleep. 
Time, like 
another Cromwell, has roughly pro­ 
rogued Parliam ent, and w ith icono­ 
clasm driven nearly all the rulers ex­ 
cept one Queen from th eir places. 
So 
far as I observed th a t generation, for 
the m ost p art they did th eir best. 
G hastly exceptions, b u t so far as I 
knew them , they did quite well, and 
m any of them gloriously w ell 
They 
were born a t the rig h t time, and they 
died a t th e rig h t time. 
They left the 
w orld b etter th an they found i t 
We 
are indebted to them for the fact th a t 
they prepared the way for our coming. 
1894 reverently and gratefully salutes 
1869. 
“One generation passeth away, 
and another generation com eth.” 
T here are fathers and m others here 
whom I baptized in their infancy. 
There is n o to n e person in this church’s 
board of session or trustees who was 
here w hen I came. 
Here and there in 
this vast assem bly is one person who 
heard my opening serm on in Brooklyn, 
b u t not more th an one person in every 
five hundred now present. 
Of the sev­ 
enteen persons who gave me a unani­ 
mous call w hen I came, only three, I 
b elied , are living. 
D uring the passage of the last gen 
eration some peculiar events have un­ 
folded, 
One day while resting a t 
Sharon Springs, N. Y., I think it was 
in 1870, th e year afte r my settlem ent 
in Brooklyn, and while w alking in the 
park of th a t place, I found myself ask­ 
ing the question, “ I wonder is there is 
any special m ission for me to execute 
in this world? If there is, may God 
show it to me!” 
T here soon came 
upon me a g reat desire to preach the 
gospel through th e secular printing- 
press. 
I realized th a t the vast m ajori­ 
ty of people, even in Christian lands, 
never en ter a church, and th a t it would 
be an opportunity of usefulness infinite 
if th a t door of pu blication were opened. 
And so I recorded th a t prayer in 
blank book, and effered th a t prayer 
day in and day out u n til the answ er 
came, though in a way different from 
th a t w hich I had expected, for it came 
through the m isrepresentation 
and 
persecution of enemies, and I have to 
record it for the encouragem ent of all 
m inisters of the Gospel who are mis­ 
represented, th a t if the m isrepresenta­ 
tion be virulent enough, and b itter 
enough, and continuous enough, there 
is nothing th a t so widens one’s field of 
usefulness as hostile attack, if you are 
really doing the Lord’s work. 
The 
bigger 
the 
lie 
told 
about 
me, 
the bigger the dem and to see and 
hear w hat I really was doing. 
From 
one stage of serm onic publication to 
another, the w ork has gone on, until 
week by week, and for about twenty- 
three years, I have had the world for 
my audience, as no m an ever had, and 
to-day m ore so th an a t any other time. 
The syndicates inform me th a t my 
serm ons go now to about twenty-five 
m illions of people in all lands. I men­ 
tion this not in vain boast, but as a 
testim ony to the fact th a t God answ ers 
prayer. W ould to God I had b etter oc­ 
cupied the field and been more conse­ 
crated to the work! 
May God forgive 
me for lack of service in the past, and 
double, and quadruple, and quintuple 
my w ork in future. 
In this my quarter-century sermon1 
I record the fact th a t side by side 
w ith the procession of blessings has 


gone a procession of disasters. 
I am 
preaching to-day in the fourth church 
building since I began in this city. 
My first serm on was in the old church 
on Scherm erhorn street, to an audience 
chiefly of em pty seats, for the church 
was 
alm ost 
extinguished. 
T h at 
church filled and overflowing, we built 
a larger church, w hich after tw o or 
three 
years 
disappeared 
in flame. 
Then we built another church, which 
also in a line of firey succession, dis­ 
appeared in the same way. 
Then we 
pu t up this building, and may it 
stand for m any years, a fortress of 
righteousness, and a lighthouse for 
the storm-tossed, 
its gates crowded 
w ith vast assem blages long after we 
have ceased to frequent them! 
We have raised in this church over 
one m illion and th irty thousand dol­ 
lars for church charitable purposes 
during the present pastorate, w hile 
we have given, free of all expense, the 
gospel to hundreds of thousands of 
strangers, year by 
year. 
I record 
w ith g ratitu d e to God th a t during this 
generation of tw enty-five years, I re­ 
m em ber b u t tw o Sabbaths th a t I have 
missed service th rough an y th in g like 
physical 
indisposition. 
Alm ost 
a 
fanatic 
on the 
subject 
of phy­ 
sical exercise, 
I have 
made the 
parks, w ith w hich our city is blessed, 
the 
m eans of good 
physical con­ 
dition. 
A daily w alk and run in the 
open air have kept me ready for w ork 
and in good hum or w ith all the world. 
I say to all young m inisters of the 
gospel, it is easier to keep good health 
than to regain it w hen once lost. 
The 
reason so m any good m en th in k the 
world is going to ruin is because their 
own physical condition is on the down 
grade. 
No m an ought to preach w ho 
has a diseased liver, or an enlarged 
spleen. □ T here are tw o things ahead 
of us th a t ought to keep us cheerful in 
our w ork,—Heaven and M illennium 
And now, having come up to the 
tw enty-fifth m ilestone in my pastor­ 
ate, I w onder how m any more miles 
I am to travel?

TH E T R E A SU R Y D EFICIT. 
As the fiscal year nears its end the 
monthly deficits in the treasury ac 
eounts increase. 
In April the reve 
nues fell over $9,500,000 below the 
expenditures. 
The shortage from this 
source in the ten months ending with 
April has been nearly $05,500,000. 
Here 
is 
a 
much 
broader 
gap 
between 
gv vermeil tai 
income 
and 
outgo than 
anybody 
looked 
for 
six or eight months ago. 
Secretary 
Carlisle, in his annual report sent to 
congress soon after the regular ses­ 
sion began, estimated that the deficit 
in th* year ending with June HO, 
1894, would amount to about $28,00C- 
000. 
The indications at present are 
that it will reach fully $80,000,000, 
and it may exceed that figure. 
It is evident that another bond sale 
will have to be resorted to in the next 
tw o or three months. 
The net cash 
balance of the treasury fell off almost 
$9 ,000,000 during A-aril, and was about 
$125,00,000 at the begining of May. 
A t that time the gold fund was hov­ 
ering around the $100,000,000 mark. 
It is now $2,000,000 below that.

the government will 
once more have to avail itself of the 
resumption law of 1875 in order to 
protect the treasury 
reserve.
